- How different was the response ti> the call to lyneh, burn at the 
stake, a defenseless Negro. Fifteen thousand brave murderers to 
DBA helplessly bound victim. Texas did herself proudly that day. 
She ilenionatrated her weakness, her eowiinliee, her savagery, but 
when the Presides tf -railed upon her to send her men out to defend 
thfilnp, to fact? the enemy, man -fur man, it was another- tale to tell. 
Yet the tru ly bjgve col ored soldiers are mart-hiim Onward, seeking 
and destroying tie-enemy who have terrorised these same brutal 
cow arils. These Negroes are saving Texas only to be rewarded with 
sueh disgraceful and inhuman acts as occurred in Wa.ee a few days 
ago. As to these traitors they are threatened with court martial, 
tut the old "States' Right" idea is still so uouimant with the pres- 
ent Democratic administration that it will- be doubtful if the old- 
time .Democrat will submit to a subrersiop-»£-&emocratic principles 
in order to punish such treasonable dereleetion of duty. . 

What does this wild "Preparedness" cry meant Is it the hy- 
phenated citizen that is refusing to uphold the American flag, or 
is ,t his lack of loyalty only the aftermath of the Civil War and a 
resurrection of -that uld abominable states' rights doctrine that over 
half a century ago cost us so many lives and so much money t The 
Dick National Guard law places the state militia aa much under the 
command of the President as is the'regular army. He is the com- 
mander of both. But it is not authority, but laxity of discipline and 
thj.- free sway given racial prejudices which is our American point 
• of weakness in the army, in the courts and in the general admin- 
istration of affairs. 

The militia of the Southwestern states would respond quickly 
rnough against Negri) uprising, or to squelch any effort to resist a 
mob that i\;as burning a Negro alive. It would have been easy to 
have gotten five thousand Tt'ins National Guards to Waco before 
sunrise to suppress or slaughter the whole Negro population had 
there been any indications thai the Negroes would rise to prevent 
the burning of the Negro boy aWhe stake the other day. The 
United States has spent tens of thousands of dollars to equip the 
National Guards of Texas, Arizona and New Mexico, and the** 1 
equipments and ammunition can be turned upon loyal citizens more 
quickly and mure eagerly than upon foreign invaders, despoilers 
and' assassins. The refusal of the -National Guards to obey the com- 
mand of the President is mutiny and insubordination and need be 
punished or outright treason will spring from its seed. All this 
comes from nurturing- the mob-. The mob that tramples down the 
law will trample down the flag. Wherever the mob dominates, trea- 
son «'il,l flourish. If you can't depend upon the -citizenry of a state 
to defend the law, you can't depend upon' them to. defend the flag. 
One is the emblem of the other. 

Texas .is a state of mobs, and it cannot be depended upon as a 
state of patriots, because the habit of disregarding the la* easily 
begets the habit of turning down any authority or emblem of na- 
tional "majesty. The man that tears the Constitution into tatters 
strikes at the national heartland you cannot depend upon him when 
the .nation needs librrty-loyini: patriots to defend its -honor.

Salary of $7000 
a Year For Two 
Colored Electricians 

We qnota below from a speech de- 
livered by Jaa. A. Emery, general 
counsel foi tho National Council for 
Industrial Defense, before the Citizens 
Industrial Association of St. Louis. He 
alludes to assemblage of the alumni of 
the Electric Company of boston and 
praises two Colored member! aa among 
the ablest mechanics. It is good read- 
ing and here it it: 

"Three weeks ago, I hnd tho pleas- 
ure of attsndlng a dinner of the ap- 
prentice alumni of the General Electric 
Company in Boston, where 350 men 
between the ag'ei of S3 or 24 and 35, 
who were the gradnates of the appren- 
tire- teSMsolr of tho- fltlltitl iTTlUltli 
Company, met to exchange experi- 
eneca. About tventy-aix per cent of 
them were still employed by tha Gen- 
eral Eleetrie Company in their plants 
and the rest of them were scattered 
all over the country. There wasn't a 
man there, from all'I soold learn, who 
was earning less than one hundred and 
loventy-flve or one hundred and eighty 
dollars a month, and tome of them were 
earning five, sii and seven thousand 
dollars a year. They were trained 
men, not merely trained electricians; 
they were foundrymen,- machinists, as 
well aa electrical workers in their de- 
partments and they were the men that 
were taking the responsible positions 
aa foremen^ aa ..uwUTtanl . anpnririLend: 
outs and superintendents, the men who 
to lead, direct and guide the great 
industries of this country. They gave 
me one of the meat remarkable exhibi- 
tions of real democracy in indnatry 
that I have ever seen. Among those 
six hundred men were two mulattos 
that have received their training at the 
General Electric Company and" there 
a considerable amount of feeling 
the introduction of mnlattoa 
among white men. Bnt Mr. Alexander 
inaiated that aa these men showed re- 
markable capacity, they should have a 
chance and they got it. They are two 
brothers and they are now oeeupving 
very responsible positions. One, I was 
told, was earning thirty-eight hundred 
a year and. the ether about thirty-two 
hundred or better; both men are tinder 
thirty and, when they- organized this 
alumni association three yeara ago, 
these three hundred young men elected 
their officert on the sole ground of abil- 
ity and merit and they elected one of 
these mulattoa as their President. These 
voung men deliberately selected a Col- 
ored leader because they thought he 
was the best man in point of ability 
and training in their ranks, and I 
thought that wan a very remarkable; 
training in democracy." '

FISH LINES OF GREAT LENGTH 

Many of Those Employed In Fishing 

for Halibut Declared to Be 

Slaty Mile* Long. 

The moat of the halibut are caught 
with the hook and line. The fishing, 
however, baa nothing gamy or sport- 
ing about it. The Unas are dropped 
down into the cea in aacb a way that 
tba baited hooka rest on the bed ot 

the ocean. The Itnee are of great 
length. Some of them are to mllaa 
loog; when loaded with Bah It takaa 
the iteam engine on the vessel the 
better part of a day to wind them up. 
Thar are divided Into sections, each 
section having a Boat or buoy that 
reels oa the surface, aad la marked , 
by a flag In the daytime and at night 
by a light The line Ilea right en tn* 
bed of the sea. Attached to It are 
hundrada of hooka and each hook la 
halted. The halibut swallow* the bait 
and la caught 00 the hook and held 
there until the line la drawn up. Thsee 
flah al ways feed, on or dona to the bad 
of the ocean.— Christian Herald.

Reform Not Sufflolant 
This inquiry la quits Important from 
the fact that we bear a> great deal 
about the atoe of men, and little about 
their eln. The pastor or eisnieliit 
vary, frequent!? urges men to get tight 
with God. sad in doing io he often 
cries: "Quit your meanness;" "Get 
OB the water wagon;" "Stay at home 
ol Bigots:" "Stop, your goaalpmc," 
etc. The result of auch exhortation la 
In vary many cases prompt obedience 
to the exhortation ot the prescher end 
the life Is greatly Improved. What 
haa taken place? Practically nothing 
more than reform, and there la no 
guaranty thai It will be permanent. 

But are these individual transgres- 
sions of law all that la In the rolnd of 
the Spirit, •peaking In the Bible? In 
msny places In the word of God sin 
la spoken of In Much connection that 
the Individual transgression can hardly 
be in mind. "In sin did my mother 
conceive me;" "Ood be merciful to me 

a sinner;" "There la a sin (the par- 
tide la not In the original) not unto 
death;" "I am a atnfnl man. O Lord;" 
"0 wretched man that I am! who shall 
deliver me from the. body of thla 
death." In none of these, and many 
more might be cited, la there any ref- 
erence to particular sins; the clear In- 
timation 1b that there la something 
back of the Individual sin: a state, or 
condition, or tendency that la properly 
called sin. 

Sinning the Law of Life. 

When It la said 'The soul that aln- 
neth it shall die." we are not to un- 
derstand that a alngle tin la In mind, 
any more than when we consider the 
words "He that la bom ot Ood alnneth 
not" In the latter cue It la not a 

question of a man committing some 

particular sin, aa may be easily learned 
tram an Intelligent study of the 
original language. In the American 
Revised Version that text la trans- 
lated "Doe Lb. not elo." That Is as ap- 
proach to the correct idee, but a tet- 
ter expression would be "Does not 
practice sin." That is, aln is not the 
rale of the man's life. "The soul that 
alnneth It shall die," does not mean 
that a man who commits a single sin, 
(BJ Indeed many of them, necessarily 
dlee on that account, although he will 
suiter penalty, but It means that the 
man whoae law of life li sinning, will 
die. 

Paul doubtless bad sins which trou- 
bled him. but he saw something back 
of those particular sins and tried out 
"Who shall deliver me from the body 
of this death?" We can hardly think 
of using extravagant language in that 
connection If ha had only In mind re- 
lief from some particular transgres- 
sion; but If he taw that hi* whole na- 
ture was changed, he could vary rea- 
( eonably cry out "I thank Ood through 
Jetua Christ our Lord." 

Aa long es man only has his eye OB 
his individual transgress Ion a and 
thinks of freeing himself from their 
evil effects, he la only aetilrWilm 
merest pert ot the- bleating of'Sslva- 
tlon. through Jesus Christ His pray- 
er for pardon Is good, bat would be 
such better If be cnuld pray "Croats 
In me a clean heart, O Ood." He la 
then getting at the root of the matter 
for he .readily sees that If the fountain 
la pure the stream will be pan. 
A New Heart Needed. 

Regeneration is fairly well present- 
ed by both minister* . and evangelists, 
but It needs more emphasis than It la 
receiving, and if a proper distinction 
could be made between sin and sins. 
there would be more thought of the 
need of the new heart and there; would 
be no satisfaction nor real until that 
la secured, 

Ood la aa able to make the fountain 
of life pure aa to pardon the Individ- 
■ml sins. While a pure lite is pleasing 
to him. It la act that which he aaks 
■Man to gtva to him. rather hut heart, 
"Son. give me thine heart" One of 
the sWeetaet promises that we have 
t> the Bible, la in the Old Testament 
and haa an application bare: "A new 
heart alas will I give tbse and a aaw 
eptrtt will I put within thee; and I 
will fake away the stony heart esjt of.

"• The events of thle lesson are out- 
standing In Christian history. Paul's 
appeal to the Gentiles and the large 
number of them who accepted the Goe- 
pel made moat acute the question, 
"Host Gentile believers become Jew- 
ish proselytea upon accepting the 
Christian faith and be governed by 
Jewish law and customer' it would 

be exeoeduigty lntoreettng to divide 
a class and let them debate this con- 
troversy slated as..' follows: "Resolved, 
Tbet the Mosaic iaw should not have 
been Imposed upon Gentile Chris- 
tiana, - The date of thla council waa 
A. d, SO or 61, and the scene li laid 
Drat In Antioch of Syria and then in 
Jerusalem. 

I. A Division of Opinion (w, 1-e). 
Lske-does- sot name those who agi- 
tated end precipitated thla contro- 
versy, but clearly indicates how the 

Holy Spirit dealt with the situation. 
"la a. man justified by fails, or by the 
works of the law?" Is a similar ques- 
tion -with modern application. The 
Holy Spirit, to avoid a rupture to 
yet weak church, directs that Paul, 
Barnabas, Titus (del. 2:1) and "cr 

tain others" who are not named 
ahonld carry the question to the apos- 
tles and elders In Jerusalem. Those 
to" whom they went were "of reputa- 
tion" (Gal. 3:3), the "pillars" GaL 
S;9) and they received the delegation 
from Antioch 'In public fI6:0. also 
beard Paul In. private (GaL 2:2). 

II. The Argument, (w. (-18). It 
will not do to be harsh in .condemn- 
ing Paul's accusers. The Fharltfeea 
felt deeply their position. Aa God's 
chosen people they were marked by 
circumcision. Jems, the promised Mes- 
siah, was. a Jew. Social, religious. 



waa aaked of the Gentiles in contrast 
with all they received. Entrance to 
church membership would not be too 
eaay if circumcision were impoaed as 
a test of their sincerity. Peter brought 
forward the plea before the council 
that Ood bad riven tbe Holy Spirit to 
the uDcIrctuncixed Christiana, "and put 
no difference between us and them, 
purifying their hearts by faith" (w. 
5, 9). Ood bears the same witness 
today to those wbo refuse to be boond 
by Mosaic traditions aa regards the 
seventh day and other such details. 
Paul's argument was that Ood had 
wrought signs and wonders among 
the Gentiles and th.ua est his seal 
upon his preaching of salvation as 
apart from legalistic worts (v. 13). 
Read In this connection Gal. 2:16, Ti- 
tus 3:20, S:3, 10:4. and Phil. 3:9. 
The apostle James presented the third 
argument "in connection with the ver- 
dict be pronounced. It waa that It 
Is according to Old Testament Scrip- 
ture that Ood will take a people for 
his name from among the unclrcum- 
Slied Gent lies at well aa frornvnODg 
the law-keeping Jews (ve-^13-17). 
With Paul this was a vital question. 
and we can at least imagine bis feel- 
ings as be pots forth a llfe-and-deanh 
struggle for the truth. A* Peter re- 
minded tbe people of the occasion 
when "the-Holy Spirit came upon Cor- 
nelius and his bouaehold" be caused 
them to keep silence. 

III. A Wise Decision (w 19-29). It 
waa James the Just, brother of ottr 
l.ord, the writer of the epistle and 
the bishop overseer of the church at 
Jerusalem, who rendered the decision.

"from romi cation," tbe immorality 
connected with the pagan worship of 
Aphrodite and Cybele which actually 
consecrated vice, and tc) "from things 
strangled." for the heathen did not. 
as the Jews diuTtock upon tbe blood 
aa life; the seat of tfie-joul. The 
church readily agreed to tbiVrnotioii 
and took such precautions as iWer* 
needed that no misrepresentations^ of 
their decision be carried back to Anti- 
och. This constated of a apirlt-led 
choice of messengers and In a written 
statement of their decision ITS- 23, It).
